This 
would place the Italia just off Cape 
Leigh Smith in the neighborhood 
of Foyn Island, 20 miles from the 
coast of Northeast Land. 

There was doubt at King’s Bay 
as to the condition of ice north of 
Northeast Land at the present time. 
This region is just along the bor- 
der of the approximate limit of . 
open water and ice conditiong con- 
sequently are not stable. The Bra- 
ganza was at North Cape of North- 
east Land for a few days, but was 
stopped by pack ice. 

Base Crew Rejoicing. 

There was great excitement 
aboard the Citta di Milano today, 
groups of the base crew discussing 
the chances of rescuing their 1% 
comrades of the expedition.

The interior of a flat at 3845A 
Finney avenue looked like a wind 
storm had struck it after police 
got through with a liquor = raid 
there yesterday afternoon, but the 
raiders today refused to admit 
they had wrought the destruction, 
although the tenant declares he 
saw the police wielding hammers 
and crowbars. 

_ Tables, chairs, a bed and a ward- 
robe were smashed to kindling. 
Even an iron coal stove had been 


knocked apart. A feather bed was 
ripped open and the feathers scat- 
tered about the three rooms. Win- 
dow shades were torn, and a pic- 
ture on the wall was broken. Bed 
covers and wearing apparel were 
thrown On the floor. 

. The raid was directed by Capt. 
George Tabb of the Dayton Street 
Police District, who was accom- 
panied by a half dozen policemen. 
Search warrants had not been ob- 
tained, and therefore it is useless 
to attempt a prosecution of the 
owner, Capt. Tabb said. How- 
ever, he thought the raid would 
have the desired effect of closing 
the “home-brew joint,” as he 
termed it. 

No Vandalism, Says Tabb. 

As to the destruction of the fiat 
furnishings, Capt. Tabb said he saw 
no vandalism while he was in the 
house. Detective-Sergeant Edward 
Miller, left in charge of the fiat 
when Capt. Tabb departed to raid 
two adjoining flats, denied destroy- 
ing anything.

A con- 
tinuous show window running around 
three sides of the market would have 
been valuable, and that is what ‘the 
building should have had, of course, but 
can't you see that such a window would 
have violated the established cave-man 
architectural atyle the city has made its 
own? Get into every building as much 
solid wall as possible, say the city ar- 
chitects. 

The new court house is an example. 
Tt is a building that could have been 
and should have been able to dispense 
with artificial light in daytime, but the 
architects said no; that would make the 
sacrifice of solid wall necessary; so they 
put in their little deep-set windows and 
you can see what we have. Despite its 
bulk, the new court house is anything 
but impressive. Looking at it, one feels 
that it has very grave defects, while the 
new police headquarters building looks 
like a warehouse. 

The new Union Market represents in- 
teriorly a great advance in conveni2nce 
and sanitation, and it is a pity it should 
fail through municipal mismanagement. 
The difficulty in this direction is that 
politics, with its usual stupidity, is trying 
to run the market as a real estate specu- 
lation. The city hall wants “to make 
the market pay,” and as a consequence 
about half the stalis are vacant. The 
people don't care three whoops whether 
the market pays as a real estate invest- 
ment or not. What they want is the 
convenience of a market. 

Let the powers at the city hal! cut 
the rent of the stalls in half, and if that 
isn’t enough, let them make another cut.

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ORGANIZED CRIME. 

“Organized crime cannot exist without official pro- 
tection.” . : 

Arthur J. Freund has made that statement in the 
declaration of his candidacy for the Republican nom- 
ination for Circuit Attorney. The statement is a 
grave accusation against the law enforcement agen- 
cies of St. Louis where, as in other large cities, Mr. 
Freund truly says, “organized crime has come to be 
an acknowledged menace to the public welfare.” Since 
Mr. Freund speaks as a Police Commissioner who 
has been “in intimate touch with organized crime,” 
his accusation has a certain official force. 

We believe that public opinion accepts Mr. Freund's 
judgment. Certainly the average citizen is unable to 
understand how organized crime could flourish on 
the scale it does without official protection. Fur- 
ther, this alliance between organized crime and offi- 
cialdom is evidenced, or, at least, indicated, in a 
great many incidents and circumstances. 

Sometimes it seems as if the professional criminal 
is a privileged individual who enjoys greater advan- 
tages before the law than does the law-abiding citi- 
zen. For example, take the case of Sylvester Bald- 
win, which the Post-Dispatch has had occasion several 
times to discuss. Here was a man convicted of a

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RAPID TRANSIT MAKES PROGRESS. 


In passing the rapid transit ordinance, which pro- 
vides for a survey of the traffic situation and ap- 
propriates $50,000 for it, the Board of Aldermen has 
at last got this important civic movement under way. 

The test of the Mayor’s entire freedom in the mat- 
ter and the devotion of the city hall to a solution of 
the traffic problem in the interest of all the people 
will come with the appointments to the commission. 
According to the ordinance, seven citizens are to sit 
upon the commission with officials of the municipal- 
ity. If those seven men, or any considerable part 
of them, are to be only such as the street car com- 
pany would have appointed, the expectations of the 
community will-be very bitterly disappointed. 

The Post-Dispatch has several times urged upon 
the city the value of complete freedom in making 
such a survey. It objected to the original proposal 
that two representatives of the street car company 
should sit on the commission and exercise the right 
to vote upon its determinations, though granting that 
the company has a vital interest in the development 
and should be shown every consideration for its 
rights as the major transportation unit in the city. 

Mayor Miller showed a proper spirit in the matter 
by yielding to public criticism of the original plan, 
which also assessed the cost of the survey against 
the street car company. After failing to get his or- 
dinance through he returned to the battle with the 
more reasonable proposal which the Board of Alder- 
men has just adopted. The city is to pay for the 
survey, as it should do. The representation of the 
street car company upon the commission is to be 
limited to a single nonvoting member, That is im- 
mensely more satisfactory than the first plan. It 
sounds like progress, and jit has in it the ring of 
municipal freedom. We congratulate the Mayor upon 
the outcome of the matter, in which he has yielded 
to reason.

Church and State in Mexico 


Core of Dispute Is the Law Requiring Clergymen to Register With Civil Author- 
ities; Hierarchy Interpreted This Law to Mean That the Government Had Power 
to Interfere With Spiritual Discipline of Church; Calles Contends This In- 
terpretation Is Wrong; When This Point Is Settled, Church and State Can 
Then Proceed Amicably and Normally to Iron Out Other Differences.

rope, his brief statement in Paris to 

the New York Times, his audignce with 
the Pope and his informal remarks after 
the audience in Rome are somewhat con- 
fusing and might give rise to rumor and 
speculation which would be harmful to the 
cause Of peace, unless an earnest attempt 
is made to understand the present Situation 
in the light of the known facts, 

The best way to reach such an under- 
standing is to recall that the dispute be- 
tween church and State in Mexico is divided 
into two parts. The first part is a dispute 
which in all its essentials began with the 
promulgation of the constitution of 1857 
and is concerned with questions like the 
control of education, the ownership of 
churches and of other properties devoted 
to ecrplesiastical purposes. The second part 
of t dispute deals with the decree put 
forth two years ago which constituted an 
enforcing act to put into operation that 
section of the constitution of 1917 which 
requires priests of all denominations to reg- 
ister with the Government before they may 
legally perform their offices. The Mexican 
hierarchy decided that this law of regis- 
tration might be enforced so as to give the 
secular authorities discretion as to whom 
they would register as a priest; that this 
discretion tf exercised would give the Gov- 
ernment power to interfere with the spirit- 
ual discipline of the church, and.that to 
admit that the State had such power was 
contrary to canon law. On the basis of 
this interpretation of the Calles decree the 
hierarchy forbade the priests in Mexico to 
register. Having failed to register, it be- 
came illegal for them to perform their re- 
ligious offices, and as a result public wor- 
ship was suspended in all Catholic churches 
in Mexico.

President Calles, on the other hand, has 
several times insisted that the Mexican 
Bishops had put the wrong interpretation 
upon the meaning of this law and the pur- 
poses of his Government and that it was 
not his intention to enforce the law of reg- 
istration so as to interfere with the spiritua) 
offices of the clergy or with the internal 
discipline of the hierarchy. ‘The best avail- 
able opinion of disinterested students of 
the law which forms the subject matter of 
this dispute is that the law, like many other 
laws drafted in the earlier days of the 
Mexican revolution, is badly drawn and is 
ambiguous, and that it lends itself equally 
well to the interpretation placed upon it 
by the Bishops and by the Government. 
Yet it is on the meaning of this law that 
the acute phase of the conflict turns and it 
is on a clarification of this law that the 
hope rests of a settlement which will per- 
mit the church to resume its offices in con- 
formity with the law of Mexico. 

The important thing to bear fn mind fs 
that the resumption of religious offices, 
which have @een suspended for nearly two 
years, is not dependent upon a settlement 
in principle of all these disputes hetween 
church and State which have existed since 
The resumption of religious offices 
depends on a settlement of the particular 
dispute Which caused the suspension of re-

ligious offices two years ago. That dispute 
is over the meaning of the law of registra- 
tion. That dispute is soluble. It is soluble 
because the Calles Government takes the 
position that the law is not intended to do 
what the hierarchy believed it would do, 
and because the hierarchy has never re- 
garded the registration of priests as unac- 
ceptable provided the registration did not 


* involve the interference of the Government 


in the internal discipline of the church. 
Therefore, in order to make peace it is 
necessary somehow to arrive at an under- 
standing between the Bishops and the Govy- 
ernment which would enable the church to 
accept asSurances as to how the Govern- 
ment intended to enforce the law of regis- 
tration. It is evident from the fact of 
Archbishop Ruiz’s mission to Rome that 
the Mexican Bishops have received such 
assurances and that on the basis of these 
assurances they are prepared, if the Vatican 
approves, to accept the law and resume 
their religious offices. A settlement of this 
sort necessarily rests upon reciprocal conf!l- 
dence between the hierarchy and the Gov- 


ernment, and it is fair to assume that Arch- 


bishop Ruiz would not now be in Rome on 
behalf of the Mexican hierarchy if the 
Bishops were not satisfied that satisfactory 
assurances have been received. 

The acceptances of these assurances and 
the resumption of services would not mean 
that all the long standing differences be- 
tween church and State had been settled. 
But it would mean that the most acute dif- 
ferences had been settled. It would mean 
that the armed rebellion would subside, 
that there would be amnesty and that the 
disputes which remains would be open to 
adjustment by constitutional means in an 
atmosphere of peace. 
tween church and State would then resem- 
ble that which was created between Mexico 
and the United States shortly after Ambas- 
sador Mprrow’s arrival. The air would be 
cleared of bitterness and suspicion and -in 
that better air the disputes which had 
seemed so insoluble would sooh become 
quite manageable by men of intelligence 
and good will.

To my mind, however, the three 
pitchers who rate around the top 
are Ted Lyons of the White Sox, 
George Uhle of the Cleveland In- 
dians and Herbie Pennock of the 
Yankees. Don't misunderstand me. 
There are other great hurlers in 
the league—but what I mean is 
that these three are as good as any. 
They've got everything it takes to 
make great pitchers, including 
plenty of stuff, good control and 
what is more important—a good 


head. 


Different pitchers, of course, get 


_ by with different types of pitches. 


Bob Grove of the Athletics, for in- 
stance, is, I believe, the fastest mar 
in the league. His fast ball is a 
marvel—but his other stuff isn't 
so hot. 
Pennock Has Best Curve. 

The best overhand curve in the 
league belongs to Herbie Pennock. 
Among the best change of pace 
pitchers in the league are Lyons, 


 Uhile and Waite Hoyt of the Yan- 


kees. These fellows have good fast 
balis and curves, but it’s 
their ability to change pace—‘‘puit 
a string on ‘'em,” we say in the big 
league—that makes them great 
pitchers. 

The best screw ball I’ve seen in 
years belongs to Garland Brdkton 
of the Washington Senators. When 
he has good control that screw 
ball is practically unhittable. 

_ Different pitchers have their dif- 
ferent specialtics. When Waite 
Hoyt is in a hole, for instance, he’s 
apt to come through with that fast 
ball. When Pennock is in a hole,
